of single wire mileage was 14,570.142, 
of which the telephone systems con­ 
trolled 12,999,360 miles, which include 
486,294 miles of wire on independent 
farm er or rural lines, while the tele­ 
graph systems used 
1,5 <0,773 
miles, 
exclusive of 7,188 miles of leased wire. 
The grand total of ocean cable was 
46,301 
nautical miles, all controlled 
hy the commercial telegraph systems. 
The grand total of salaried officials, 
clerks, etc., was 29,470, of whom 25,- 
298 were employer! by the telephone 
systems and 4,172 by the commercial 
telegraph. 
The telephone officials, etc.. 
receiv e in salaries $19,298,423 and the 
telegraph clerks $2,794,937. 
The total 
of 142,733 wage earners Is divided, 
118,871 belonging to the telephone sys­ 
tem and receiving in wages $48,980.- 
704, while the 23,862 telegraph wage 
earners were paid $15,013,312. 
The grand total income was $236,- 
045,615, of which the telephone con­ 
cerns earned $184,461,747, expending 
$140,802,305, and 
the telegraph 
sys­ 
tems 
earned 
$51,583,868, 
expending 
$41,879,613. 
Of the whole number of 
systems in 
operation 
the telephone 
formed 99.9 per rent. 
The surprising thing about this re­ 
port is the rapid growth of the tele­ 
phone business, which Is still far from 
the height of its possibilities.

"I not only vial t ed these quarters 
but Inspected the houses of the poor­ 
est people, who received me with the 
greatest kindness and 
showed 
me 
through their homes I was astonished 
at what I saw'. 
I can assure you that 
my inform ants were telling the truth 
when they said there were no slums. 
There wore no streets swarming, as in 
large American cities, with children 
who had no other place to play. 
The 
streets on which these homes were lo 
cat sd were as dean as in the moat 
pro«i>erous parts of th* city, and that 
means cleaner than any part of Boston. 
The same was true of the backyards 
ami alleyways and 
places that here 
would be dirt hole* 
The Interior wa* clean and neat and 
for the most part airy. Apparently per­ 
fect sanitation prevailed. 
I am i lords 
ware compelled to keep their premises 
in an orderly and healthful condition. 
I m ight mention 
other facts which 
show plainly what may be done to im­ 
prove the conditions of life of 
the 
poorest clit i zen by a w'oll nun aged city. 
Take our city out of politics ami we 
can do the same.” 
All evidence of this kind is valuable. 
It confirms the belief of students that 
efficient and economy a l adm inistration 
Is possible to a degree of which we 
have little experience in this country, 
and that the clew to it is business In­ 
stead of political management

The search for the north pole, which 
has followed the long search for the 
northwest passage, by its overproduc­ 
tion of discoverers, has more than sat­ 
isfied the demand mentioned by B yom :

This search and these heroes have 
brought forward some quite ancient 
history of the northern quest, among 
which is the story of the voyage of 
Ohthere 
(not "ah, th ere!” ), in 
the 
ninth century, which, it is said, was 
translated 
from 
the 
I^atln 
by King 
Alfred of England. 
Ohthere was a na­ 
tive of Heligoland, the 
Indianapolis 
News says. 
He sailed to the north, 
hugging Norway 
on 
one 
side, the 
ocean on the other, for six days. Then 
the land turned to the east at 
the 
North Cape. 
He sailed eastward four 
days, then for five days to the south 
Into what Is now known as the W hite 
sea. until he came to the mouth of the 
Dwina river. 
Here he stopped, fear­ 
ing to be attacked by the inhabitants 
of that land. 
On lids return he brought to King 
Alfred the teeth of a number of wal­ 
ruses, which name 
signifies 
"horse 
whales." also th** ionics and hides of 
these anim als, of which he reported 
that, with the aid of five men, he had 
killed sixty in two days,and this prob­ 
ably is a hunting record that has not 
often been exceeded by arctic hunt­ 
ers. 
At the North Cape he was 1,300 
miles from the north jade, which In 
that day had not even been named. In 
this north land he found the Finns, 
who in the winter hunted aioug the 
coast and in the summer were fishers. 
From this it may bt* seen that the peo­ 
ple of the far north in Europe have 
changed little in their mode of life 
since the ninth century, and are the 
same rugged, venturesome folk 
that 
they were then, battling against the 
elements and the monsters of land and 
sea. 
Ohthere was the race of northmen 
who in the after centuries have come 
to dominate the world, the ancestors 
of th** great explorers, Danish, Norwe­ 
gian, English and American, who, leaf 
by leaf, have opened the arctic record 
until now all that long unknown re­ 
gion has been mapped, so that the

He assumed office at IO o'clock 
this forenoon, when the oath was ad­ 
ministered to him. 


Washington. Dec. 21.—At a luncheon 
in Andrew Carnegie’s honor given by 
Director John B arrett of the Bureau of 
American Republics, Mr. Carnegie of­ 
fered $2 0,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 for the purpose of 
bringing about permanent peace in the 
disturbed republics of Central Amer­ 
ica. 
At least Mr. Carnegie said he 
would give that tremendous amount of 
money if peace could be obtained 
througli irs expenditure. 
Incidentally Secretary of State Knox, 
who was at the 
luncheon, showed 
some resentment at things said by Mr. 
Carnegie in Indicating his willingness 
to spend $2 0,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 for the benefit of 
Central America, and there was an an 
iniated exchange of views between the 
two men from Pittsburg. 
The luncheon was Intended as 
tribute to Mr. Carnegie’s munificence 
in furnishing the money for construct 
ing the handsome new building which 
the Bureau of American Republics is 
to occupy soon. 
Mr. Knox and Mr. 
Carnegie were seated opposite each 
other. 
In the course of conversation 
Mr. Carnegie referred to the Nicara 
guau situation, and after expressing 
the hope that the conditions which 
have disturbed Central America for so 
long would cease entirely, indicated 
his willingness to part with $2 0,0 0 0 ,- 
OOO to remedy those conditions. 
One 
story of what occurred has it that he 
expressed admiration for the jiollcy of 
establishing cordial relations between 
all the republics of the western hemis­ 
phere, which was initiated by Senator 
Root when he was secretary of state. 
While it has been denied by Mr. 
Knox’s friends that he has abandoned 
Mr. Root's policy In this respect, the
